PREFACE 

This  is  the  fourth  annual  offences  report.  The  ministry  began 
publishing  it  on  an  annual  basis  in  1991,  in  response  to  the 
increasing  profile  of  environmental  law  in  Ontario.  It  provides  a 
comprehensive  listing  of  environmental  convictions  from  1994  and 
highlights  some  interesting  and  significant  cases. 

If  you  would  like  further  information  about  the  cases  discussed  in 
this  report,  please  refer  to  the  prosecution  disposition  reports  that 
are  available  through  Canada  Law  Book  Inc.  or  Carswell.  Most  of 
these  reports  are  summarized  in  Environmental  Law  Digest  or  in 
Ontario  Environmental  Protection  Act  Annotated,  published  by 
Canada  Law  Book  Inc.,  or  in  The  Digest  of  Environment  Law 
and  Environmental  Assessment,  published  by  Carswell.

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Mandated  to  protect  the  natural 
environment  and  safeguard  human  heakh, 
the  Ministry  of  Environment  and  Energy 
takes  a  tough  stand  with  those  who  break 
Ontario's  environmental  laws. 

In  1994  as  in  prior  years,  ministry  staff 
carried  out  many  investigations  and 
prosecuted  many  of  those  who  disobeyed 
the  law.  The  ministry  also  increased  its 
surveillance  and  enforcement  activities.  In 
the  Greater  Toronto  Area,  for  example,  the 
ministry  cracked  down  on  the  illegal 
transfer  of  waste  and  the  operation  of  illegal 
waste  disposal  sites. 

In  the  courts,  offenders  were  punished  with 
penalties  that  included  stiff  fines  and  jail 
sentences.  Creative  sentencing,  convictions 
of  corporate  officers,  and  environmental 
remediation  were  also  used  by  Ontario 
courts  to  underscore  the  message  that 
protecting  the  environment  is  an  obligation 
of  all  individuals  and  companies  who  live 
and  operate  in  the  province. 

This  report  summarizes  the  fines  and 
convictions  handed  down  by  Ontario 
courts  during  1994.  Companies  and 
individuals  named  here  have  been  found 
guilty  of  environmental  offences  in  Ontario 
courts  of  law. 


Environmental  laws  are  there  to  ensure  your 
right  to  a  healthy  environment.  Clean  water, 
air  and  soil  are  the  essential  ingredients  to  a 
healthy  life  for  everyone  who  lives  and 
works  here  in  Ontario. 


This  report  illustrates  how  polluters  are  held 


accountable  for  their  actions.  Its  purpose  is  to 


cause  would-he  polluters  to  think  twice  and 


take  the  steps  that  are  necessary  to  protect  the 


environment,  and  obey  the  law.

In  court,  cases  are  presented  in  the  form  of  a 
crown  brief.  Each  crown  brief  may  contain 
evidence  in  support  of  one  or  more  charges 
against  one  or  more  defendants.  Defendants 
may  be  individuals  or  companies. 

For  example,  if  a  spill  occurred  at  an 
industrial  site,  the  company  and  individual 
officers  of  the  company  could  be  charged. 
Consequently,  each  case  can  have  more  than 
one  individual  or  company  convicted.

Exolon-Esk  Company  of  Canada  Ltd. 
(Thorold) 

I      HIGHEST  FINES  IN  1994:  $212,500 

I      COMMITTED  VARIOUS  OFFENCES 

INVOLVING  PCBS,  ASBESTOS,  LIQUID 
WASTES,  SEWAGE  WORKS  AND  CHROME 
ALUMINA 

In  February  1992,  a  green-coloured 
discharge  from  the  Exolon-Esk  plant  in 
Thorold  led  to  an  investigation  which 
resulted  in  the  laying  of  a  total  of  35 
environmental  charges  against  Exolon  and 
its  senior  executives,  including  Hans 
Phingsd.  The  offences  included: 

I     illegally  disposing,  storing  and/or 
handling  PCBs,  asbestos  and  liquid 
wastes; 

I     operating  sewage  works  without 
approval; 

I     discharging  solid  particulate  and/or 
water  containing  chrome  alumina  into 
the  environment; 

I     constructing  and  operating  an  electric 
arc  furnace  without  approvals;  and 

I     failing  to  notify  the  ministry. 

Four  charges  were  also  laid  against  a 
contractor,  560779  Ontario  Inc.  (carrying 
on     business     as     Steve's     Welding     6ar 


Sandblasting),  and  Steve  J.  Carey,  relating  to 
the  handling  of  PCBs  at  Exolon.  Steve  Carey 
pleaded  guilty  to  two  counts  and  was  fined 
a  total  of  $7,500. 

Exolon  pleaded  guilty  to  seven  counts  and 
was  fined  $170,000.  Hans  Phingstl  pleaded 
guilty  to  four  counts  and  was  fined  $35,000. 
Two  other  senior  executives  are  scheduled 
for  trial  in  1995. 

Antonio  Lopes  (Toronto) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $200,000 

I      OPERATED  AN  UNAPPROVED  WASTE  SITE 

I      REPEAT  OFFENDER 

I      UNDER  APPEAL 

In  1990,  Antonio  Lopes  operated  a  waste 
collection  business  known  as  Downtown 
Disposal.  Surveillance  of  his  trucking  yard 
in  Toronto  indicated  that  Lopes  was  using  it 
as  an  unapproved  waste  storage,  transfer 
and  disposal  site.  In  March  1991,  a  total  of 
nine  charges  under  sections  27,  40  and  41  of 
the  EPA  were  laid  against  Lopes. 

In  June  1994,  Lopes  was  convicted  on  eight 
of  the  nine  counts  and  fined  $25,000  per 
count  for  a  total  of  $200,000.  Lopes,  who 
had  previous  convictions  under  the  EPA  for 
offences  relating  to  the  illegal  disposal  of 
waste,  has  appealed  the  amount  of  his  fines. 
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The  Industrial  Group  of  Canada  Limited 
(Concord) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $155,674  IN  TWO  CASES 

I      INCLUDED  FINES  EQUAL  TO  THE  MONEY 
SAVED  THROUGH  ILLEGAL  ACTIVITIES 

In  March  1993,  staff  of  the  Industrial  Group 
of  Canada  Limited  dumped  approximately 
800  used  tires  onto  a  parking  lot  of  an 
industrial  mall  in  Mississauga.  On  May  5, 
1994,  the  company  was  convicted  of 
depositing  waste  at  an  unapproved  site  and 
fined  $10,000.  The  court  also  invoked 
provisions  under  section  189  of  the  EPA  to 
impose  an  additional  penalty  of  $4,274  that 
was  considered  to  be  equal  to  the  amount 
the  company  saved  by  not  properly 
disposing  of  the  used  tires. 

Also,  during  May,  June  and  July  1993,  the 
company  leased  an  industrial  building  in 
Concord.  It  filled  the  building  with  used 
tires  and  then  abandoned  it.  The  company 
and  Diego  Monaco,  the  sole  director,  were 
each  charged  with  three  counts  under 
the  EPA. 

At  trial,  the  defendants  were  both  convicted 
on  two  counts  each.  The  company  was  fined 
the  maximum  of  $50,000  on  each  of  those 
counts.  Monaco  was  also  fined  the 
maximum  of  $10,000  on  each  count.  In 
addition,  the  court  invoked  section  189  of 


the  EPA  to  fine  Diego  Monaco  $21,400, 
which  represented  the  amount  he  saved  by 
not  properly  disposing  of  the  used  tires. 

Steel  and  Engine  Products  Ltd.  c.o.h.  Canada 
Veneers  (Pembroke) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $120,000 

I      PLEADED  GUILTY  TO  40  CHARGES 

Over  several  years,  the  Pembroke  plant  of 
Steel  and  Engine  Products  Ltd.  had  been  the 
source  of  emissions  of  fly  ash  and  particulate 
matter,  which  interfered  with  the  use  and 
enjoyment  of  property.  By  1992,  the 
replacement  of  equipment  had  not  taken 
place,  and  on  40  separate  days,  discharges 
occurred  which  created  adverse  effects. 

The  company  was  charged  under  section 
14(1)  of  the  EPA.  On  November  29,  1994, 
the  company  pleaded  guilty  to  40  counts 
and  was  fined  from  $2,000  to  $4,000  per  day 
for  discharges  occurring  over  a  two-year 
period,  totalling  $120,000. 

Eliyahu  and  Avraham  Yanko  (Vaughan) 

I      EACH  FINED  $50,000 

I      PRODUCED  AND  DUMPED  HAZARDOUS 
WASTE 

Eliyahu  Yanko  and  Avraham  Yanko  owned 
and  operated  tanker  trucks  in  which 
coloured  diesel  fuel  was  transported  to  a  site 
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where  the  dye  in  the  fuel  was  removed  for 
fraudulent  purposes.  As  a  result  of  this 
process,  a  hazardous  waste  is  produced. 
Though  they  were  not  authorized  to  carry 
hazardous  waste,  they  moved  it  to 
unauthorized  disposal  sites  without  the 
required  documentation. 

On  September  1,  1994,  Eliyahu  Yanko  and 
Avraham  Yanko  pleaded  guilty  and  were 
convicted  on  four  counts:  section  26(1  )(b) 
of  the  province's  Fuel  Tax  Act,  section  40  of 
the  EPA,  sections  18(1)  and  19(la)  of 
Regulation  347.  The  final  disposition  was  a 
$50,000  fine  for  each  defendant  on  the 
section  40  EPA  charges.  They  received 
suspended  sentences  for  the  charges  under 
Regulation  347. 

E.J.  Ramsay  Contractors  Limited  (Township 
of  Otanabee,  County  of  Peterborough) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $75,000 

I      PLEADEO  GUILTY  TO  26  CHARGES 

In  1992,  Edward  James  Ramsay  formed  E.J. 
Ramsay  Contractors  Ltd.  and  transported 
liquid  industrial  waste  without  the  required 
documentation.  They  also  illegally  stored 
and  dumped  sewage  and  liquid  industrial 
waste  on  unapproved  sites  in  rural 
townships  in  the  Peterborough  area. 


In  February  1994,  Edward  James  Ramsay 
pleaded  guilty  to  17  counts  under  the  EPA 
and  was  fined  $17,500.  EJ.  Ramsay  Con- 
tractors Ltd.  pleaded  guilty  to  nine  counts 
under  the  same  act  and  was  fined  $57,500. 

ICI  Canada  Inc.  (Township  of  Sombra, 
County  of  Lambton) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $145,000 

I      SPILLEO  UNTREATEO  WASTES  INTO  THE 
ST  CLAIR  RIVER 

Prior  to  April  1993,  ICI  Canada  Inc.  owned 
and  operated  a  large  fertilizer  and  chemical 
manufacturing  complex  near  Courtright  on 
the  east  bank  of  the  St.  Clair  River.  The  plant 
pumped  water  from  the  river  for  cooling  and 
for  process  uses.  During  1994,  ICI  Canada 
Inc.  was  convicted  for  three  separate  spills 
to  the  St.  Clair  River,  which  occurred  during 
its  period  of  ownership.  These  charges 
resulted  in  two  $40,000  fines  and  one 
$65,000  fine. 


Willoughby  Trucking  &  Disposal  Limited 
(Township  of  East  Garafraxa) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $87.500 

I      OPERATED  AN  ILLEGAL  WASTE  DISPOSAL 
SITE 

I      RECEIVED  A  RESTRAINING  ORDER  AFTER 
FAILING  TO  COMPLY  WITH  A  CLEANUP 
ORDER 
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In  December  1991,  Brian  Robert 
Willoughby  was  convicted  of  depositing 
waste  onto  his  property,  which  was  not 
licensed  as  a  waste  disposal  site.  He  was 
fined  $10,000  and  was  ordered  by  the  court 
to  clean  up  the  site.  He  failed  to  do  so  and 
was  charged  under  section  146(d)  of  the 
EPA.  On  April  17,  1994,  Willoughby  was 
fined  $7,500  for  this  offence  and  the  court 
also  issued  a  restraining  order  under  section 
183(2)  of  the  EPA  requiring  him  to  stop 
depositing  waste  illegally. 

Inspections  of  the  Willoughby  property 
during  February  and  March  of  1993 
revealed  that  Willoughby  had  continued  to 
operate  illegally  on  the  site  and  charges  were 
laid.  On  January  6,  1994,  Willoughby 
pleaded  guilty  to  two  of  the  charges  and  was 
fined  $10,000  on  each  count.

Willoughby  continued  to  pick-up  waste 
materials  and  transport  the  waste  to  his 
illegal  disposal  site  in  East  Garafraxa 
Township.  Further  charges  were  laid  and  on 
June  15,  1994,  Brian  Willoughby  and  his 
company,  Willoughby  Trucking  and 
Disposal  Limited,  were  both  sentenced  on 
two  counts  each  under  the  EPA  and  fined  a 
total  of  $60,000.  Bruce  Sidney  Roberts,  a 
truck  driver  employed  by  Willoughby, 
pleaded  guilty  to  one  charge  under  section 
40  of  the  EPA.  He  received  a  suspended 
sentence  and  was  placed  on  probation  for 
one  year.

Recycling  (City  of  Vaughan) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $60,000 

I      OPERATED  AN  ILLEGAL  WASTE  DISPOSAL 
SITES 

I      OBSTRUCTED  A  MINISTRY  OFFICIAL 

In  1993,  982677  Ontario  Limited,  operating 
as  Hercules  Recycling,  its  sole  director, 
Carlo  Massara  and  his  father,  Giuseppe 
Massara  were  charged  jointly  on  four  counts 
for  operating  illegal  waste  disposal  sites  in 
industrial  buildings  they  leased  in  the  City 
of  Vaughan.  Giuseppe  Massara  was  also 
charged  with  obstructing  a  ministry  official 
when  he  tried  to  prevent  the  interview  of  a 
driver  of  a  waste  truck  that  had  been 
observed  leaving  one  of  the  illegal  sites. 
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At  trial  in  May  1994,  all  defendants  were 
found  guilty  on  all  charges.  The  company 
was  fined  $50,000  and  the  Massaras  were 
fined  $5,000  each,  for  a  total  of  $60,000. 

The  ministry  ordered  the  landlord  and  the 
defendants  to  remove  the  waste.  The  landlord 
terminated  the  leases  on  the  two  buildings, 
and  paid  for  the  removal  of  the  abandoned 
waste  to  certified  waste  disposal  sites. 

John  Zuhick  Limited  (London) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $60,000 

I      PROVIDED  CONTAMINATED  FILL  THAT 
WAS  USED  ON  A  SOCCER  FIELD  AT  THE 
UNIVERSITY  OF  WESTERN  ONTARIO 

John  Zubick  Limited,  a  company  that 
operates  a  scrap  metal  yard  in  London, 
offered  contaminated  earth  as  free  fill  that 
ended  up  being  deposited  on  a  soccer  field

at  Althouse  College  at  the  University  of 
Western  Ontario.  Complaints  about  the 
odour  from  the  fill  led  to  the  discovery  that 
the  fill  was  contaminated  with  PCBs  and 
heavy  metals. 

On  April  11,  1994,  John  Zubick  Limited 
pleaded  guilty  to  one  count  under  section 
40  of  the  EPA  and  one  count  each  under 
sections  18(4)  and  18(6)  of  Regulation  347. 
The  court  fined  the  company  $20,000  on 
each  of  the  counts  for  a  total  of  $60,000. 

Prior  to  sentencing,  the  company  also  spent 
over  $120,000  to  properly  dispose  of  the 
contaminated  soil  and  another  $13,660  to 
reimburse  Althouse  College  for  its 
laboratory  costs. 

Dutch  Chemicals  Inc.  (North  York) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $52,500 

On  January  13,  1993,  a  valve  failed  at  the 
Dutch  Chemicals  Inc.  plant  in  Weston,  and 
500  gallons  of  14  per  cent  caustic  soda 
escaped  onto  a  company  driveway  where  it 
mixed  with  snow  and  slush.  Plant  manager 
Peter  Coleman  then  gave  directions  to  plant 
staff  to  pump  the  melting  slush  to  a  catch 
basin  on  the  municipal  street  leading  to 
Black  Creek. 

On  October  27,  1994,  Dutch  Chemicals 
Inc.,  Peter  Coleman  and  Groupe  Lavo  Inc., 
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the  parent  company,  each  pleaded  guilty  to 
permitting  a  discharge  that  impairs  water 
quahty  under  section  30(1)  of  the  Ontario 
Water  Resources  Act  (OWRA)  and  to 
emitting  a  contaminant  that  was  hkely  to 
cause  an  adverse  effect  under  section  14(1) 
of  the  EPA.  Dutch  Chemicals  was  fined 
$40,000,  Groupe  Lavo  was  fined  $10,000 
and  Coleman  was  fined  $2,500. 

Northern  Globe  Building  Materials,  Inc. 
(Cornwall) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $50,000 

Between  July  1992  and  January  1993, 
Northern  Globe  in  Cornwall  was  the  source 
of  tar-like  odours  that  caused  adverse  health 
effects  including  burning  eyes,  sore  throats, 
nausea  and  dizziness. 


In  June  1994,  Northern  Globe  pleaded 
guilty  to  10  counts  under  section  14(1)  of 
the  EPA  and  was  fined  a  total  of  $50,000. 


JAIL     TERMS 

Jail  terms  are  being  imposed  to  punish 
offenders  who  blatantly  disregard  environ- 
mental laws,  especially  where  opportunities 
for  profit  are  concerned. 

When  a  company  is  charged  for  an 
environmental  offence,  the  principals, 
executives  and  directors  also  may  be  held 
personally  responsible.  Also,  when  fines  are 
not  enough  of  a  deterrence  and  legislation 
allows  for  incarceration,  prosecutors  may 
recommend  jail  terms  as  appropriate 
penalties  for  serious  offences.

Allan  J.  MacDonald  (Township  of  Scugog) 

I      FIVE  MONTHS  IN  JAIL 

I      DUMPED  LIQUID  INDUSTRIAL  WASTES 
AND  CONTAMINATED  GROUNDWATER 

In  August  1991,  Garry  Bernard  Young  of 
Oshawa,  who  had  been  ordered  to  clean  up 
hazardous  wastes  on  his  property,  asked 
scrap  dealer  Allan  J.  MacDonald  to  remove  a 
large  number  of  drums  containing  liquid 
industrial  wastes. 
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MacDonald  used  a  wire  brush  to  scrape 
away  labels  on  the  drums  in  the  yard  to 
prevent  them  from  being  traced.  He  then 
dumped  them  on  five  sites  throughout 
Scugog  Township,  Oshawa  and  Newcastle. 
Chemical  liquid  leaked  onto  the  ground  and 
into  the  groundwater.  The  ministry  paid 
more  than  $33,000  for  the  cleanup  and 
disposal  of  the  drums  and  the  removal  of 
contaminated  soil. 

On  May  20,  1994,  Allan  J.  MacDonald  was 
convicted  on  six  counts  under  the  EPA.  He 
was  sentenced  to  five  months  in  jail  for  a 
conviction  under  section  13(1)  and  was 
given  suspended  sentences  for  the  other  five 
counts.

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Between  June  and  August  1992,  Michael 
Alphonse  Larabie  and  his  employees 
abandoned  approximately  3,000  tires  in  the 
loft  of  a  barn  in  Peterborough.  Several 
months  later,  approximately  500  tires  were 
abandoned  on  two  other  properties.  At 
sentencing,  the  tires  had  not  been  removed 
from  any  of  the  three  properties. 

On  March  23,  1994,  Larabie  pleaded  guilty 
to  four  counts  under  the  EPA  and  on  a  joint 
recommendation  by  the  crown  and  the 
defence,  was  sentenced  under  section  14(1) 
to  75  days  in  jail.  Larabie  was  issued  an 
order  under  section  190  of  the  EPA  to 
remove  the  tires.  This  order  was  not 
complied  with  and  further  prosecution  is 
underway.

I      PRODUCED  AND  DUMPED  A  HAZARDOUS

Between  December  1991  and  January  1993, 
690162  Ontario  Limited  and  Peter  Gregory 
Vinizki,  a  director  of  the  company,  removed 
the  dye  from  coloured  diesel  fuel  and  resold 
it  as  clear  diesel  fuel  with  the  tax  included, 
thus  defrauding  the  government  of  the  fuel 
tax.  The  filtering  process  generated 
significant  quantities  of  hazardous  waste 
that  was  illegally  dumped. 

On  April  13,  1994,  Vinizki  was  sentenced  to 
two  weeks  in  jail  on  charges  under  the  EPA 
for  generating,  transporting  and  disposing  of 
hazardous  waste  without  approval.  He  also 
received  a  concurrent  jail  sentence  for

related  criminal  charges.  Two  other  defen- 
dants involved  with  the  same  illegal  fuel 
filtering  operation  are  still  before  the  courts. 

Mark  Gettins  (Vaughan) 

I       10  DAYS  IN  JAIL  AND  FINED  $3,500 

I      ILLEGALLY  DUMPING  DANGEROUS  GOODS 

In  November  1991,  Mark  Gettins,  operating 
as  Enigma  Truckers,  was  hired  to  remove  30 
to  40  drums  of  damaged,  dangerous  goods. 
The  waste  had  accumulated  in  trailers 
belonging  to  Clarke  Transport  Canada  Inc. 

In  April  1992,  13  drums  were  found 
dumped  along  a  roadside  in  the  Town  of 
Haldimand.  The  town  paid  about  $10,000 
for  the  proper  disposal  of  the  leaking  drums 
and  for  the  removal  of  contaminated  soil. 
The  ministry  traced  the  drums  back  to 
Clarke  Transport. 

On  November  28,  1994,  Richard  Russell 
Case,  the  general  manager  of  Clarke 
Transport,  pleaded  guilty  to  one  count 
under  section  41  of  the  EPA  and  was  fined 
$6,000.  Mark  Gettins  pleaded  guilty  to  one 
count  under  section  41  of  the  EPA.  He  was 
fined  $3,500  and  sentenced  to  10  days  in 
jail.  Further  charges  against  Clarke 
Transport  and  another  defendant  are  still 
before  the  courts. 


■1.      CONVICTED 
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INDIVIDUAL 
RESPONSIBILITY     AND 
PERSONAL     LIABILITY 


Individuals,  including  those  who  are  acting 
on  behalf  of  their  employers,  are  being  held 
accountable  for  their  actions.  Following  a 
supervisor  or  manager's  orders  —  if  it 
means  breaking  the  law  —  is  inexcusable. 
Likewise,  failing  to  take  appropriate  action 
to  adhere  to  the  law  is  equally  indefensible. 

The  EPA  addresses  the  question  of  personal 
liability  for  corporate  officers  and  directors. 
The  provisions  read  as  follows: 

1  Every  director  or  officer  of  a  corporation 
that  engages  in  an  activity  that  may  result 
in  the  discharge  of  a  contaminant  into  the 
natural  environment  contrary  to  this  Act 
or  the  regulations  has  a  duty  to  take  all 
reasonable  care  to  prevent  the  corporation 
from  causing  or  permitting  such  unlawful 
discharge.

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2  Every  person  who  has  a  duty  under 
subsection  1  and  who  fails  to  carry  out 
that  duty  is  guilty  of  an  offence. 

3  A  director  or  officer  of  a  corporation  is 
liable  to  conviction  under  this  section 
whether  or  not  the  corporation  has  been 
prosecuted  or  convicted.  R.S.O.  1990, 
C.E.19,  section  194. 

These  provisions  mean  that  directors  and 
senior  staff  can  be  held  personally 
responsible  and  accountable  for  their 
company's  actions.  In  many  cases,  both  the 
company  and  senior  management  are 
charged  and  convicted.  The  message  from 
the  courts  is  clear:  directors  have  a  respon- 
sibility to  safeguard  the  environment  to  the 
best  of  their  abiUties. 

Furthermore,  under  Ontario's  Environ- 
mental Bill  of  Rights,  employees  who  report 
environmentally  harmful  practices  can  do  so 
without  fear  of  punishment  by  their 
employers. 

Simcoe  Disposal  &  Recycling  Inc.  and 
Douglas  W  Moody  (Penetanguishene  and 
Nottawasaga) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $12,500 

I      INTIMIDATED  EMPLOYEES  ABOUT  CO- 
OPERATING WITH  MINISTRY  OFFICIALS 

In  August  25,  1994,  Simcoe  Disposal  and 
Recycling  Inc.  and  its  proprietor,  Douglas 
Moody,  pleaded  guilty   to  several  charges 
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under  a  variety  of  sections  of  the  EPA  for 
mixing  commercial  waste  from  one 
municipality  with  domestic  waste  from 
another  and  then  claiming  that  it  all 
originated  from  the  curbside  of  the  second 
municipality. 

This  practice  enabled  Moody  to  undercut 
his  competitors  for  the  commercial  bins  and 
have  the  municipality  pick  up  the  tab  for  the 
whole  load.  Moody  thus  made  a  clear  profit 
on  the  commercial  bin  charges. 

Moody  was  charged  under  section  174 
(2)(d)  of  the  EPA  which  forbids  any 
"attempt  to  coerce  or  intimidate  an 
employee  because  the  employee  has 
complied  or  may  comply  with  the  EPA." 


Moody  had  issued  a  notice  to  employees 
that  said: 

"Recently  the  Ministry  of  the  Environment 
[and  Energy]  has  stopped  some  of  our 
vehicles  and  questioned  the  driver  and 
labourer.  Should  this  happen  to  you,  your 
response  to  ALL  QUESTIONS  will  be:  I 
WOULD  BE  HAPPY  TO  ANSWER  ANY 
QUESTIONS  AFTER  WORK  BACK  AT  OUR 
OFFICES  WITH  MY  SUPERVISORS.  There  is  to 
be  no  further  discussion  with  the  individual 
and  the  office  informed  immediately. 
Anybody  that  does  not  comply  will  be 
dismissed  and  will  not  resume  their  position 
with  this  company." 

Moody  pleaded  guilty  to  this  particular 
charge  and  was  personally  fined  $  1 ,000.  The 
total  fines  on  the  case  were  $12,500. 
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offences 


Vaillancourt  Construction  Limited  (Town- 
ship of  Dowling,  Regional  Municipality  of 
Sudhury) 

I      COMPANY  FINED  $5,000  AND  ORDERED 
TO  CLEAN  UP  ITS  ILLEGAL  WASTE 
DISPOSAL  SITE 

I      STAFF  FINED  $3,000  PLUS  AN 

ADDITIONAL  $1,200  FOR  LYING  TO  A 
MINISTRY  OFFICIAL 

In  November  1994,  Vaillancourt  Construction 
pleaded  guilty  to  operating  a  waste  disposal 
site  without  approval  and  was  fined  $5,000. 
Significant  quantities  of  waste  had  been 
buried  in  a  gravel  pit,  including  tires,  used 
oil  filters  and  other  waste  associated  with 
the  company's  operations. 

On  two  occasions,  ministry  officials 
questioned  Rejean  Carrière,  the  foreman 
with  Vaillancourt  Construction  Limited. 
Carrière  denied  any  knowledge  of  waste 
being  buried  in  the  pit.  He  pleaded  guilty  to 
furnishing  a  ministry  official  with  false 
information  and  was  fined  $1,200.  He  was 
also  fined  $3,000  for  operating  a  disposal 
site  without  approval. 

Prior  to  sentencing,  the  company  removed 
all  of  the  waste  except  the  buried  tires.  The 
court  issued  an  order  under  section  190  of 
the  EPA  requiring  the  proper  disposal  of 
the  tires. 


Price  Waterhouse  Canada  Incorporated 
(Regional  Municipality  of  Niagara) 

I      RECEIVER  HELD  RESPONSIBLE  AND  FINED 
$25.000 

On  May  16,  1994,  Price  Waterhouse  Canada 
Inc.  pleaded  guilty  to  two  counts  under 
sections  30(1)  and  (2)  of  the  EPA  for 
discharging  sewage  that  was  only  partially 
treated  into  Lake  Ontario  from  the  Beacon 
Motor  Inn.  Price  Waterhouse  Canada  Inc,  a 
receiver  that  was  operating  the  inn,  was 
fined  $25,000.

122  OF  THOSE  202  INDIVIDUALS 
WERE  CONVICTED  ALONE  (WITHOUT 
COMPANIES). 
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CREATIVE     SENTENCES 

The  courts  frequently  impose  creative 
sentences  as  an  alternative  to,  or  in  addition 
to,  fines,  jail  terms  and  other  sentences. 
Creative  sentences  are  being  used 
increasingly  to  require  offenders  to  make 
appropriate  restitution  through  community 
environmental  work. 

Four  years  ago,  creative  sentences  were 
uncommon.  Today  creative  sentences  help 
to  establish  the  view  that  the  cost  of 
preventing  pollution  is  an  obligation 
companies  have  to  their  local  communities. 

Safety-Kleen  Canada  Inc.  (Toronto  and 
throughout  the  province) 

I      FINED  $20,000 

I      ORDERED  TO  GIVE  $15.000  TO 
EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM 

Safety-Kleen  operates  a  used  oil  recycling 
refinery  in  Breslau.  While  auditing  the 
company's  required  documentation  for 
receiving  or  carrying  waste,  the  ministry 
found  several  violations  relating  to  the 
transportation  of  waste.  The  documentation 
enables  the  ministry  to  track  hazardous 
waste  by  detailing  a  shipment's  contents, 
weight,  origin  and  destination. 


Safety-Kleen  was  charged  with  one  count 
under  section  27  of  the  EPA  for  failing  to 
comply  with  its  certificate  of  approval  and 
three  counts  under  Regulation  347.  The 
company  pleaded  guilty  to  all  charges  and 
was  fined  $20,000  on  the  section  27  charge 
and  received  suspended  sentences  on  the 
other  charges. 

The  company  was  ordered  to  contribute 
$15,000  towards  an  educational  program  for 
waste  generators  regarding  their  respon- 
sibilities when  shipping  waste. 

Metall  Mining  Corporation  (Toronto) 

I      FINED  $2,000 

I      ORDERED  TO  GIVE  $15,000  BURSARY 

From  June  18  to  July  31,  1993,  Metall 
Mining  Corporation  permitted  the  discharge 
of  about  600,000  gallons  of  water  per  day 
from  an  open  pit  mine.  Known  as  the 
Sturgeon  Lake  property,  the  site  is  located 
about  90  kilometres  northeast  of  Ignace  in 
the  District  of  Thunder  Bay.  Contaminated 
with  elevated  levels  of  zinc,  the  water  flowed 
into  Lyon  Creek  and  then  into  Lyon  Lake. 

The  company  pleaded  guilty  to  a  charge 
under  section  14(1)  of  the  EPA  and  was 
fined  $2,000.  Metall  also  agreed  to  provide 
the  Department  of  Chemistry/Geology  at 
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McMaster  University  with  a  $15,000 
bursary  for  a  project  that  will  develop  new 
methods  to  dispose  of  mine  taiUngs  with 
minimal  environmental  impact. 

Starcon  Recycling  Industries  Inc.  (Township 
of  Vaughan,  elsewhere  in  province) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $40,500 

I      ORDERED  TO  PROVIDE  $10,000  WORTH 
OF  RECYCLING  SERVICES 

Starcon  Recycling  Industries  Inc.,  Industrial 
Recycling  Company  Inc.,  and  Starnino 
Holdings  Limited  all  operate  from  the  same 
address  in  Maple,  Ontario.  Ronald  Starnino 
was  an  officer  with  all  three  companies. 
While  Starcon  Recycling  is  a  certified  waste 
carrier,  none  of  the  companies  holds  a 
certificate  to  operate  a  waste  storage, 
transfer,  processing  or  disposal  site. 

In  1994,  Starcon  Recycling  pleaded  guilty  to 
depositing  waste  at  its  illegal  site  in  Maple 
and  for  violating  a  condition  on  its  waste 
hauling  certificate  of  approval.  Starcon  was 
fined  $8,000.  Ron  Starnino  pleaded  guilty 
and  was  fined  $7,500.  Industrial  Recycling 
pleaded  guilty  to  establishing  an  illegal 
disposal  site.  It  was  fined  $15,000  and 
ordered  to  provide  $10,000  worth  of 
recycling  services  to  the  City  of  Vaughan. 


The  ministry  issued  an  order  under  sections 
18,  43  and  44  of  the  EPA  to  the  Starnino 
group  of  companies,  Ron  Starnino  and  two 
other  officers  of  the  companies,  requiring 
the  removal  of  waste  from  the  site  in  Maple 
and  the  remediation  of  the  property.  The 
conditions  of  the  order  have  been  met. 

Thomas  Douglas  Jones  (Elizahethtown 
Township) 

I      FINED  $1,500 

I      ORDERED  TO  PERFORM  100  HOURS  OF 
COMMUNITY  SERVICE 

On  May  5,  1994,  Thomas  Douglas  Jones  was 
convicted  under  section  30(1)  of  the 
OWRA,  fined  $1,500  and  ordered  to 
perform  100  hours  of  community  service  for 
deliberately  contaminating  his  own  well  in 
an  attempt  to  implicate  a  third  party. 


R  E  M  E  D  I  ATI  O  N 
SENTENCING 


BEFORE 


Before  sentencing,  some  environmental 
offenders  are  offering  their  resources,  time 
and  services  to  clean  up  and/or  prevent 
further  incidents.  Such  remedial  work  often 
demonstrates  an  offender's  remorse  as  well 
as  his  or  her  commitment  to  change 
previous  practices.  In  some  cases,  the  need 
for  remedial  work  has  been  identified  and 
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begun  before  trial.  Remedial  work  often 
becomes  a  mitigating  factor  in  setting  fines. 

The  following  cases  demonstrate  a  positive 
and  encouraging  sign.  By  taking  appropriate 
remedial  action  on  their  own  initiative, 
some  environmental  offenders  are  recog- 
nizing they  have  a  responsibility  to  correct 
the  problems  they  create  and  prevent  such 
problems  from  happening  again. 

Imperial  Oil  Limited  (Samia) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $43,000 

I      FAILED  TO  REPORT  A  DISCHARGE  OF  SIX 
TONS  OF  SLUDGE  INTO  THE  ST.  CLAIR 
RIVER 

Following  an  equipment  breakdown,  Imperial 
Oil  Limited  discharged  about  six  tons  of 
waste  water  sludge  into  the  St.  Clair  River  in 
Samia. 

Imperial  Oil  was  convicted  under  section 
16(1)  of  the  OWRA  for  the  discharge  and 
fined  $35,000.  Also,  the  company  was  fined 
$8,000  under  section  16(2)  for  failing  to 
report  the  incident.  Imperial  Oil  stated 
during  the  trial  that  it  spent  some  $600,000 
to  address  the  concerns  raised  by  this 
incident. 


Paolo  Rossi  and  Young  Disposal  &  Waste 
Recyclers  Inc.  (Brampton) 

I      FINED  $7,000 

I      VOLUNTARILY  CLEANED  UP  SITE  AT  A 
COST  OF  $270,000 

On  September  13,  1994,  Rossi  and  the 
company  of  which  he  was  president  were 
sentenced  under  section  27(b)  of  the  EPA 
after  pleading  guilty  to  operating  a  waste 
transfer  facility  without  a  certificate  of 
approval.  Each  was  fined  $3,500  for  a  total 
of  $7,000.  The  court  heard  submissions  that 
included  the  fact  that  the  property  had  been 
cleaned  up  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$270,000. 

958160  Ontano  Ltd.  o/a  Da-Lee  Waste  Oil 
Services  (Hamilton) 

I      FINED  $7,500 

I      VOLUNTARILY  CLEANED  UP  SITE  AT  A 
COST  OF  $72,000 

The  company  pleaded  guilty  on  September 
9,  1994  and  was  fined  a  total  of  $7,500  for 
discharging  fuel  oil  that  caused  an  adverse 
effect  and  for  failing  to  report  the  discharge. 
The  company's  driver  had  over-filled  a 
landowner's  fuel  tank,  causing  a  spill  of  oil. 
Together  with  its  insurer,  the  company  paid 
approximately  $72,000  to  clean  up  the  spill. 
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VanBoekel  Hog  Farms  Inc.  (Middlesex 
County) 

I      FINED  $2,500 

I      VOLUNTARILY  INSTALLED  EIGHT  NEW 
CATCH  BASINS  AT  A  COST  OF  $12,000 

Prior  to  sentencing  under  section  30(1)  of 
the  OWRA  for  discharging  manure  into  a 
creek,  the  company  incurred  costs  of  over 
$12,000  in  labour  and  materials  to  install 
eight  new  catch  basins.  On  December  9, 
1994,  the  company  was  fined  $2,500. 

Kexinjohn  Corp  (Victoria  County) 

I      $500  FINE 

I      VOLUNTARILY  CLEANED  UP  SITE  AT  A 
COST  OF  $5,500 

Corp  had  buried  shingles  on  his  farm 
resulting  in  a  charge  being  laid  under 
section  27(b)  of  the  EPA  for  the  use  or 
operation  of  a  waste  disposal  site  without 
the  necessary  approvals.  He  pleaded  guilty 
on  September  13,  1994  and  sentencing  was 
adjourned  to  October  14,  1994  in  order  to 
allow  him  to  clean  up  the  site.  In  agreeing  to 
a  fine  of  $500,  the  crown  considered  the  fact 
that  Corp  spent  $5,500  to  properly  restore 
the  property. 


Neil  Gingerich  (Huron  County) 

I      $750  FINE 

I      REIMBURSED  NEIGHBOUR  $4,000 

On  October  6,  1994,  Gingerich  pleaded 
guilty  and  was  sentenced  a  total  of  $750  for 
discharging  a  pesticide  and  causing  an 
adverse  effect  (section  4(b)  of  the  PA)  and 
for  using  a  pesticide  not  in  accordance  with 
the  instruction  on  the  label  (section  22(2)  of 
Regulation  914).  Gingerich  had  earlier 
reimbursed  the  neighbouring  landowner 
$4,000  for  the  damage  that  was  caused  to 
his  trees. 

Malette  Inc.  (Smooth  Rock  Falls) 

I      $2,000  FINE 

I      SPENT  $1 .5  MILLION  ON  NEW  SEWAGE 
WORKS 

In  Smooth  Rock  Falls,  Malette  Inc.  operates 
a  sulphite  mill.  Waste  water  is  treated  in 
Malette's  own  treatment  system,  subject  to 
conditions  contained  in  a  director's  order 
issued  in  November  1989  under  the  OWRA. 

In  August  1993,  during  maintenance  to 
their  treatment  system,  Malette  Inc. 
permitted  several  discharges  into  the 
Mattagami  River  that  exceeded  its  allowable 
limits.  Malette  Inc.  was  charged  with  two 
counts  under  section  107(2)  of  the  OWRA 
for  non-compliance  with  the  order. 
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On  November  10,  1994  Malette  Inc.  was 
found  guilty  and  fined  $2,000.  The  court 
considered  that  this  was  a  first  conviction 
for  the  corporation.  The  company  had  re- 
buih  its  existing  sewage  works.  In  addition, 
it  completed  an  internal  operating  audit, 
initiated  appropriate  changes  and  spent  $1.5 
million  on  a  new  sewage  handling  system. 


OTHER     SIGNIFICANT 
CASES 


John  Brian  Mann  (London) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $37,894 

I      ORDERED  TO  STOP  TIRE  DUMPING 

In  February  1994,  John  Brian  Mann,  who 
operated  a  used  tire  collection  and  disposal 
business  known  as  J.E.T.  Tyr  Company, 
pleaded  guilty  to  three  counts  under  section 
27  of  the  EPA.  He  was  fined  a  total  of 
$37,894  for  not  obtaining  approval  for 
storage  depots  with  more  than  5,000  used 
tires,  at  two  locations  in  London  and  in  a 
warehouse  in  the  Stratford  area. 

Due  to  the  repeated  violations  at  the  three 
sites,  the  court  also  issued  a  restraining 
order  under  section  183(2)  of  the  EPA  to 
prohibit  the  continuation  or  repetition  of 
the  illegal  disposal  of  used  tires  by  Mann. 


A.C.  Valley  Contracting  Inc.  (Brampton) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $40,000 

I      REPEATEDLY  DEPOSITED  WASTE  AT  AN 
UNAPPROVED  SITE  AND  FAILED  TO 
COMPLY  WITH  A  CLEANUP  ORDER 

A.C.  Valley  Contracting  was  issued  a 
certificate  of  approval  by  the  ministry  in 
1989  for  the  collection  and  transportation  of 
solid  non-hazardous  waste  to  approved 
disposal  sites.  A.C.  Valley  was  not  approved 
to  own  or  operate  any  sites  for  the 
processing,  storage,  transfer,  or  disposal 
of  waste. 

On  several  occasions  in  1993,  A.C.  Valley 
trucks  dumped  waste  on  an  unapproved  site 
on  Cadetta  Road  in  Brampton,  owned  by 
710270  Ontario  Inc.  Marisa  Ravallese  was 
the  sole  officer  and  director  of  710270 
Ontario  Inc.  She  and  Giovanni  Ravallese  are 
directors  and  officers  of  A.C.  Valley. 

In  November  1993,  A.C.  Valley  and 
Giovanni  Ravallese,  were  charged  jointly 
with  four  counts  under  sections  27  and  40 
of  the  EPA  for  the  operation  of  the  illegal 
waste  disposal  site. 

In  November  1993,  an  order  under  sections 
17  and  43  of  the  EPA  was  issued  to  A.C. 
Valley,  710270  Ontario  Inc.,  Giovanni 
Ravallese  and  Marisa  Ravallese.  The  order 
required  that  no  more  waste  be  brought  to 
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the  Cadetta  Road  site  and  that  the  waste  on 
the  site  be  removed  and  the  site  restored 
to  a  satisfactory  condition.  This  order 
was  not  compHed  with  and  charges  were 
laid.  In  November  1994,  A.C.  Valley  and 
Giovanni  Ravallese  were  convicted  of 
failing  to  comply  with  the  order.  Each  was 
fined  $5,000. 

Also  in  November  1994,  A.C.  Valley  and 
Giovanni  Ravallese  were  found  guilty  of 
depositing  waste  at  the  unapproved  site  and 
were  jointly  fined  $30,000.  As  well,  Rui 
Pereira,  one  of  the  truck  drivers,  was  fined 
$250  for  depositing  waste  on  an  unapproved 
site.  In  a  separate  case  relating  to  the  same 
investigation,  Pino  Ravallese,  another  truck 
driver,  was  fined  $250  for  using  unapproved 
equipment.

(Township  of  Emestown) 

I      TOTAL  FINES;  $31,000 

I      SOLD  CONTAMINATED  WASTE  AS  FUEL 

941037  Ontario  Ltd.,  known  as  Enviro  Fuel, 
was  engaged  in  the  business  of  re-refining 
waste  oils  into  home  heating  oil.  The 
company  obtained  the  mandatory  certificate 
of  approval,  which  required  all  waste  to  be 
removed  to  a  licensed  facility.  The  material 
that  was  produced  did  not  meet  the  standard 


for  home  heating  oil  and  should  have  been 
handled  as  contaminated  waste. 

On  October  18,  1994,  Enviro  Fuel,  M. 
Konrad  Sigurdsson  and  the  company's 
directors  Per-Ake  B.  Persson  and  Jan-Olov 
Persson,  each  pleaded  guilty  to  one  count  of 
operating  a  waste  processing  site  contrary  to 
a  certificate  of  approval.  The  company  was 
fined  $25,000  and  each  individual  was  fined 
$2,000. 

Tundra  Granite  &  Marble  Inc.  (Municipality 
ofKirhland  Lake) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $20,000 

I      DISRUPTED  NEIGHBOURING  HORSE  FARM 
WITH  ROCK  SHOWERS  FROM  BLASTING 
OPERATION 

Rock  fallout  from  a  blasting  operation 
showered  a  horse  farm  with  rock  up  to  three 
times  a  day  during  the  summer  of  1992,  and 
on  one  occasion  a  year  later.  The  rock 
showers  were  very  disruptive  to  the  farming 
operation,  traumatizing  the  horses  and 
damaging  the  property.  On  one  occasion,  the 
complainant  and  a  horse  were  hurt  by  rocks. 

On  April  22,  1994,  Tundra  Granite  & 
Marble  Inc.  was  fined  a  total  of  $20,000  for 
two  counts  under  section  14(1)  of  the  EPA. 

The  case  was  appealed  and  on  October  25, 
1994,  the  conviction  was  upheld  and  the 
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court  declined  to  lower  the  fines.  A  two-year 
probation  also  was  handed  down  for  each 
conviction,  commencing  April  1994. 

Anna  Uriadka  and  Stefan  Uriadha 
(Township  of  Clarington) 

I       1993  CONVICTIONS  UPHELD  ON  APPEAL 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $19.000 

I      OPERATED  AN  ILLEGAL  DISPOSAL  SITE 
AND  FAILED  TO  COMPLY  WITH  A 
CLEANUP  ORDER 

In  1993,  Mykola,  Anna  and  Stefan  Uriadka 
were  fined  a  total  of  $12,000  for  operating  a 
demolition  waste  disposal  site  on  their  rural 
property  in  the  Town  of  Newcastle  without 
a  certificate  of  approval.  They  appealed  their 
convictions  and  the  amount  of  the  fines.  In 
February  1994,  the  convictions  were  upheld 
but  the  total  fines  were  reduced  to  $6,000. 

The  ministry  also  issued  an  order  under 
section  43  of  the  EPA  to  Stefan  and  Anna 
Uriadka  requiring  the  removal  of  the  waste 
from  their  property.  The  order  was  not 
complied  with  and  the  site  continued  to  be 
used  as  an  illegal  waste  disposal  site.  In 
October  1993,  Stefan  and  Anna  Uriadka 
were  charged  with  operating  an  illegal 
disposal  site  and  failing  to  comply  with  the 
terms  of  the  order. 


On  January  17,  1994,  Stefan  and  Anna 
Uriadka  were  each  fined  $7,500  or  a  total  of 
$15,000  for  continuing  to  operate  without 
approval  and  $2,000  each  for  failing  to 
comply  with  the  terms  of  the  order. 
Subsequent  to  the  second  set  of  convictions, 
the  waste  was  removed  from  the  site. 

Cabot  Canada  Limited  (Samia) 

I      TOTAL  FINE:  $15,000 

On  December  15,  1992  a  ministry  inspector 
observed  a  rust-coloured  discharge  from 
Cabot  Canada  Limited  manufacturing  plant 
in  Samia.  The  discharge  originated  from  the 
company's  settling  lagoons. 

In  February  1994,  Cabot  was  convicted  of 
violating  section  30(1)  of  the  OWRA  and 
fined  $15,000. 

Ultramet  Industries  Inc.  and  Rainer  Hoist 
(Breslau) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $12,000 

I      FAILED  TO  OBTAIN  APPROVAL  FOR  THE 
INSTALLATION  OF  A  STAMPING  PRESS 

Ultramet  Industries  Inc.  and  its  president. 
Rainer  Hoist,  were  each  convicted  on  four 
counts  under  section  9  of  the  EPA  for  faihng 
to  obtain  a  certificate  of  approval  for  a  400- 
ton  metal  stamping  press. 
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Vibration  complaints  were  registered  by  a 
neighbouring  company.  In  imposing  the 
fine,  the  court  acknowledged  the  small  size 
of  the  company,  the  fact  they  had  been 
operating  at  a  loss  and  had  no  prior 
convictions.  The  court  also  indicated  that 
although  the  offences  did  not  involve 
environmental  damage,  the  test  of  the 
gravity  of  an  offence  ought  to  be  the 
potential  harm  that  would  be  done. 
Ultramet  was  fined  a  total  fine  of  $10,000 
and  Hoist  was  fined  $2,000. 

Stephen  Kepic,  Ronald  S.  Kepic  and  Jerry 
Jacobs  (Brantford) 

I      TOTAL  FINES:  $10,500 

I      OPERATED  A  WASTE  MANAGEMENT 
SYSTEM  WITHOUT  APPROVAL 

When  ministry  investigators  became  aware 
of  illegal  dumping  of  demohtion  waste  on 
the  Six  Nations  Reserve  in  Brantford,  they 
took  steps  to  prevent  the  transfer  of  waste 
onto  the  reserve. 

On  March  18,  1994,  Stephen  Kepic  and 
Ronald  S.  Kepic  pleaded  guilty  to  operating 
a  waste  management  system  without  a 
certificate  of  approval  and  were  each  fined 
$5,000.  In  addition,  Jerry  Jacobs,  a  sub- 
contractor for  the  Kepics,  was  charged  with 
operating  a  waste  management  system  with- 
out a  certificate  of  approval  and  fined  $500. 


William  E  Bates  (Township  of  Hungerford) 

I      TOTAL  FINE:  $2,500 

I      OPERATED  A  WASTE  DISPOSAL  SITE 
WITHOUT  APPROVAL 

In  October  1993,  a  patrolling  OPP  officer 
from  the  Madoc  detachment  was  stopped  on 
a  country  road  by  three  youngsters  who 
were  about  12  years  old.  They  led  the  officer 
to  a  small  dump  site  containing  medical 
wastes,  including  a  cache  of  hypodermic 
needles  and  vials  of  different  vaccines. 

The  wastes  belonged  to  a  local  doctor, 
William  F.  Bates,  and  the  property  in 
question  belonged  to  his  mother.  A  search 
warrant  was  executed  on  the  site  in  the 
woods  which  measured  approximately  40 
feet  by  60  feet.  Syringes,  patient  infor- 
mation, tongue  depressors,  vials  and 
domestic  garbage  covered  the  area. 

On  May  10,  1994,  Dr.  Wilham  E  Bates 
pleaded  guilty  to  one  count  of  section  27(b) 
of  the  EPA  and  was  fined  $2,500. 

Herbicide  violations  (Southern  Ontario) 

I      FIVE  FARMERS  FINED  A  TOTAL  OF  $8,800 

I      AN  AGRICULTURAL  CONSULTANT  FINED 
$1,500 

In  1993,  the  ministry  investigated  several 
occurrences  where  strict  label  instructions 
for  a  herbicide  called  Merit  E.G.  were  not 
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followed.  The  product  was  allowed  to  drift 
onto  neighbouring  properties  where  it 
damaged  vegetation. 

During  1994,  decisions  were  handed  down 
in  five  separate  court  cases  involving 
Merit  E.G.  Five  farmers  in  southwestern 
Ontario  were  found  guilty  under  section 
4(b)  of  the  Pesticides  Act,  for  damaging 
neighbouring  vegetation  and  failing  to 
follow  label  directions  under  section  22(2) 
of  Regulation  914.  The  farmers  were  fined  a 
total  of  $8,800. 

Mervyn  Erb,  an  agricultural  consultant  who 
had  provided  advice  to  one  of  the  farmers  on 
the  use  of  Merit  E.G.,  was  found  guilty  of 
one  count  under  section  22(b)  of  Regulation 
914  and  was  fined  $1,500.  (See  listing  under 
Gingerich,  Southwest  Region.) 

As  a  result  of  the  problems  with  Merit  E.G. 
in  the  1993  season,  its  distributor  volun- 
tarily revised  the  label  to  enhance  the 
margin  of  safety  in  using  the  product.  In 
addition,  the  Ontario  Soybean  Growers' 
Marketing  Board  mailed  notices  to  all 
soybean  growers  in  Ontario  advising  them 
of  the  possible  consequences  of  incorrect 
use  of  Merit  E.G. 
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MINISTER'S    TASK    FORCE 
ON    ILLEGAL    WASTE 


In  1993,  Environment  and  Energy  Minister 
Bud  Wildman  established  a  ministry  task 
force  to  crack  down  on  the  illegal  transfer  of 
waste  and  the  operation  of  illegal  waste 
disposal  sites  in  the  Greater  Toronto  Area 
(GTA).  The  task  force  aimed  to: 

I     shut  down  illegal  sites 

I     ensure  certified  sites  were  in 
compliance  and 

I     eliminate  illegal  waste  hauling. 

The  task  force  also  issued  orders  for  the 
clean  up  of  illegal  disposal  sites. 

In  1994,  the  ministry  stepped  up  its 
activities  in  a  number  of  projects  to  deter 
pollution  and  achieve  the  objectives  set  out 
by  the  task  force. 


THE    TRANSFER    AND 
PROCESSING    SITES    PROJECT 
CTAPS] 


The  purpose  of  TAPS  was  to  identify  and 
prosecute  companies  operating  illegal  waste 
transfer  sites.  Illegal  waste  sites  had  become 
a  serious  problem,  particularly  in  the  GTA. 

To  date,  this  program  has  resulted  in 
numerous  charges  being  laid  under  the  EPA 
against  haulers  using  illegal  sites  and  the 
operators   of  illegal   disposal   sites.   While 


most  of  these  cases  are  currently  before  the 
courts,  convictions  were  beginning  to  be 
handed  down  in  1994. 


PROJECT    HAUL 

HAUL  was  an  enforcement  project  aimed  at 
the  generators,  carriers  and  receivers  of 
liquid  industrial  and  hazardous  waste.  Its 
goal  was  to  enhance  compliance  with  the 
ministry's  program  that  ensures  the  cradle- 
to-grave  management  of  hazardous  waste. 

Started  in  1993  and  completed  in  1994, 
HAUL  proved  to  be  highly  successful  in 
both  the  number  of  convictions  and  in 
raising  the  level  of  compliance  within  the 
regulated  sectors. 

PROJECT    HERB 

HERB  is  aimed  at  enhancing  the  level  of 
compliance  among  licensed  chemical 
applicators  and  at  identifying  unlicensed  or 
incompetent  operators. 

The  project  proved  to  be  very  successful  in 
raising  awareness  of  the  necessity  for 
compliance  among  the  targeted 
communities  and  resulted  in  several 
convictions. 
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VEHICLES    ENTERING 
UNAPPROVED    SITES    PROJECT 
CVENUS] 


VENUS  is  a  RlDE-type  blitz  of  trucks 
entering  illegal  sites.  Throughout  1994, 
investigators  worked  with  the  police  in 
stopping  and  charging  any  hauler  using 
illegal  waste  sites.  The  owners  and  operators 
of  these  sites  were  also  charged.  It  has 
proven  to  be  effective  in  discouraging  truck 
drivers  from  bringing  waste  to  uncertified 
disposal  sites. 


THE    VEHICLE    INSPECTION 
PROGRAM    CVIP] 

The  vehicle  inspection  program  (VIP)  is  a 
spot-check  program  that  focuses  on  trucks 
entering  Ontario  or  travelling  on  Ontario 
highways  with  hazardous  waste  or 
dangerous  materials.  It  monitors  the 
movement  and  handling  of  waste  and  helps 
to  ensure  compliance  with  waste  legislation. 

VIP  also  involves  the  Ontario  Provincial 
Police  (OPP),  various  municipal  police 
forces.  Transport  Canada,  Environment 
Canada,  the  Ontario  ministries  of 
Transportation  and  Finance,  and  various 
U.S.  agencies. 


PROJECT    MIX 

MIX  co-ordinates  provincial  agency 
investigations  into  the  generation  of 
hazardous  waste  that  is  produced  when  dye 
is  removed  from  coloured  diesel  fuel.  The 
hazardous  waste  is  usually  dumped  illegally. 
Environmental  and  criminal  charges  have 
been  laid,  resulting  in  fines  and  jail  terms. 

PROJECT    FLEUR    DE    LIS 

FLEUR  DE  LIS  is  a  co-operative  effort  with 
the  Quebec  Ministère  de  l'Environnement 
that  aims  to  control  the  illegal  disposal  of 
construction  and  demolition  waste, 
generated  in  Ontario,  at  sites  located  in 
Quebec. 

The  project's  primary  objective  is  to  ensure 
that  construction  and  demolition  waste, 
generated  in  Ontario,  is  not  illegally 
disposed  of  at  Quebec  landfill  sites.

NG     TRENDS 


The  ministry  is  continuing  to  fulfil  its 
mandate  to  protect  the  environment 
through  enforcement  of  environmental 
legislation  and  prosecution  of  offenders.  By 
the  end  of  January  1995,  Ontario  courts  had 
handed  down  $265,000  in  fines  for 
convictions  in  the  following  two  cases  alone. 


Sukh  Chain  Singh  (Orleans) 

•  LEAKED  GASOLINE  ONTO  NEIGHBOURING 
PROPERTY 

•  FINED  $155,000 

•  COST  OF  CLEAN  UP  AND  COMPENSATION 
OF  NEIGHBOUR  EXCEEDS  $750,000 

On  January  12,  1995,  Sukh  Chain  Singh  and 
his  two  companies,  Patpatia  Company 
Limited  and  Caltex  Petroleum  Inc.,  were 
fined  a  total  of  $155,000  for  leaking 
explosive  levels  of  gasoline  from  Singh's  gas 
station  in  Orleans.  The  gasoline  seeped  into 
an  adjacent  property,  forcing  a  neighbouring 
family  to  abandon  its  home. 

Ministry  staff  informed  Singh  of  his 
responsibilities  under  the  EPA  and  ordered 
him  to  clean  up  the  contaminated  area. 
Singh  did  not  comply. 

The  ministry'  directed  the  clean  up.  The 
neighbours'  home  could  not  be  salvaged  and 
was  demohshed.  Soil  saturated  with  gasohne 
was  excavated  and  properly  disposed  of,  and 
some  600,000  litres  of  groundwater  were 
treated.  The  family  received  compensation 
from  the  ministry  for  its  house. 


The  cleanup  and  compensation  have  cost 
the  ministry  more  than  $750,000.  The 
ministry  will  attempt  to  recover  this  money 
at  a  future  hearing  which  has  yet  to  be 
scheduled. 


Danny  and  Peter  Chomyn  (Oahville) 

•  DANNY  CHOMYN  SENTENCED  TO  60 
DAYS  IN  JAIL  FOR  ILLEGAL  WASTE 
OPERATION 

•  PETER  CHOMYN  AND  THEIR  COMPANY 
FINED  $110,000 

On  January  20,  1995,  Danny  Chomyn  of 
Oakville  was  sentenced  to  60  days  in  jail  for 
renting  an  Etobicoke  building,  filling  it  with 
waste  and  abandoning  it.  Also  fined  were 
Peter  Chomyn,  for  $10,000,  and  Amroad 
Industries  Ltd.,  the  company  they  owned, 
for  $100,000.  The  Chomyns  used  the 
surname  Marinacci  in  their  business 
dealings. 

Between  July  1992  and  February  1993,  the 
Chomyns  deposited  between  700  and  1,200 
truckloads  of  waste,  including  garbage  and 
construction  and  demolition  debris,  in  a 
building  they  rented  in  Etobicoke.  The 
waste  filled  the  36,000-square-foot  building 
and  parts  of  the  surrounding  one-acre  yard. 

The  Chomyns  were  also  convicted  of 
discharging  particulate  from  their  waste 
grinding  operation,  which  disturbed  neigh- 
bouring businesses  and  owners  of  locally- 
parked  vehicles. 
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
